SPECIAL SCHOOL ELECTIONS

AN ACT relating to the powers to be exercised by electors of school
corporations at certain elections.

Be It E'nacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section two hundred seventy-seven point two (277.2), Code
1979, is amended to read as follows:

277.2 SPECIAL ELECTION. The board of directors in any school corporation
may call a special election at which election the voters shall have the
powers exercised at the regular election with reference to the sale of school
property and the application to be made of the proceeds, the authorization of
seven members on the board of directors, the authorization to establish or
change the boundaries of director districts, and the authorization of a
schoolhouse tax or indebtedness, as provided by law;-fer-the-purechase-ef-a
site-and-the-eenstruetion-ef-a-neecessary-scheelhouses-and-for-obtatning-reads
therxeteo.

CHAPTER 1082
SCHOOL BUSES
H.F.2105

AN ACT relating to the loading and unloading of pupils from school buses.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.

Section 1. Section two hundred seventy-nine point eight (279.8),
unnumbered paragraph one (1), Code 1979, is amended to read as follows:

The board shall make 1rules for its own government and that of the
directors, officers, employees, teachers and pupils, and for the care of the
schoolhouse, grounds, and property of the school corporation, and aid in the
enforcement of the same, and require the performance of duties by said
persons imposed by law and the rules. The board shall include in its rules

provisions regqulating the loading and unloading of pupils from a school bus

stopped on the highway during a period of reduced highway visibility caused

by fog, snow or other weather conditions.
